Atlanta’s Greek Colony Arraigned in 
Court and Fined for Fighting. 


THERE IS A BITTER WAR AMONG THEM 


Not Content with Slashing Prices of Fruit, 
They Fight and Throw it—The 
Giass Eater in Court. 


The trouble in Atlanta’s Greek colony was 
aired in the recorder’s court yesterday af- 
ternoon, Alderman Howell presiding. 

_ For several months there has been a bitter 
rivalry between certain factions of the 
Greeks and a number of free fights and 
ruirous competition in business has becn 
the result. 

_ It seems that one of the factions is led by 
Charles Brown, a Greek fruit dealer, who 
is said to be worth several thousand dol- 
lars, and the other facticn follows Charles 
Pope, who is also worth’ considerable 
money, 

Until recently the differences between the 
Greeks have been fought out on business 
competition and at times the Greek fruit 
dealers have sold their goods at and below 
cost to meet competition. Both factions 
have a strong Tollowing and in several in- 
stances members of both factions have 
fruit stands in close proximity to each oth- 
er, the result being a constant war in 
prices, 

Two or three days ago the battle between 
the opposing factions became so bitter that 
two of the Greeks fell out and got into a 
fight, which, of course, rallied the followers 
of each to his support. 

Friday afterncon George Brown and Jim 
Brown began a discussion of the differences 
existing between the factions, the result 
being that they soon engaged in a lively 
fight, which was participated in by several 
other Greeks. The difficulty occurred on 
Whitehall street, near Hunter, and for a 
few minutes the air was filled with ba- 
nanas, cantaloupes, apples, pineapples and 
other delicious fruit, which were hurled 
by the‘fighters. During the melee no less 
that nine Greeks from nearby fruit stands 
made their appearance on the scene and 
prepared to take part in the festivities, 
leaving their stands unguarded. 

Before any great damage had been done 
except to the fruit of the fighters Patrol- 
man Norman arrived and proceeded to 
quell the disturbance by arresting the er- 
tire vicinity of Greeks, making cases 
against nine of the mpst prominent ones in 
the city.

The annual report of the Young Women’s 


Christian Association, of New York, for 18% 
shows that the Margaret Louisa home, the 
temporary boarding place for self-support- 
ing women on East Sixteenth street, last 
summer received 1,517 guests, while the 
number for the year was 6,002, representing 
85,874 nights’ lodging. The expenses of the 
association last year were over 40,000. The 
income amounted only to about $3,000. 

Mr. A. E. Fletcher, who resigned the edl- 
torship of The London Daily Chronicle and 
a salary of $7,000 because the proprietor 
would not permit him to discontinue the 
publication of racing tips, has become editor 
of The New Age, a thriving journal of 
Crristian socialism. 


General Booth denies the report that he 
has forbidden his soldiers to be members of 
secret societies. The War Cry says: 
“General Booth does not interfere with the 
private affairs of his soldiery, nor does the 
Salvation Army, apart from seeing that 
they live lives of purity and self-denial. At 
the same time, while we deny the existence 
of the ‘edict,’ we will add that the salvation 
of the world being our one aim and object, 
and it being a stupendous task, requiring all 
our time and attention, our. people have 
very little time for lodge meetings or any- 
thing else, apart from their daily labor, nor 
would it be wise on our part to advocate 
their connecting themselves with any socle- 
ty which would interfere with the throwing 
of their whole ability and spare time into 
spiritual work.”’ 


The Rev. Frederick Poole, a missionary 
from China. has been appointed chaplain of 
@ Chinaman under sentence of death for the 
murder of one of his countrymen and now 
confined in the Philadelphia county prison. 


General Booth, of the Salvation Army, at 
the annual May meeting at the Queen’s hall, 
claimed that his social scheme had already 
proved the most gigantic success of any 
voluntary beneficent scheme that had ever 
been propounded to the British public. The 
colony work in London, during the past 
year had cost $365,000 and of this $350,000 had 
been returned in the value of the labor of 
those whom the colony benefited. 


The settlement of numerous Stundist and 
Baptist families in provinces contiguous to 
Siberia, and in different parts of Siberia, as 
well, is resulting in the establishment of 
numerous little communities of Protestants 
all over the length and breadth of that half 
continent There is reason to believe that if 
the Russian government does not interfere 
with the same repressive measures which 
Signalized their treatment of Stundism in 
Suropean Russia, in a few short years Pro- 
testantism will have made immense pro- 
gress in Siberia. It is not generally known 
that in the remote east of Siberia—in places 
like Viadivostock, NikolaievskK,’on the 
Arcor and elsewhere—there are flourishing 
communities of Russian Protestants, 

The Carrs Lane Congregational church, 
London, gave the late Dr. Dale $5” a year 
With which to build up a splendid library 
for Rimself and his successors. The books 
remained the property of the church and 
have been handed over to the church oOffi- 
cers by Dr. Dale’s representatives. 

An ex-Chinese joss house is being used 
for Salvation Army meetings in Hawaii.

Tariff Association. This office of fire in- 
spector belongs entirely to Ailanta. It 


created here and was originally conceived 
by Atlanta’s fire chief. years 
it occurred to Chief Joyner 
to prevent fires it was necessary to assign 
to some mi of his department 
task of visiting from house to 
look after all combustible material and all 
other things that might cause a fame at 
any time. lt was formerly the custom to 
send out three men, detailed from the com- 
punies, but that required a great amount 
of time and practically wneant the loss of 
these men to the eity. Taking this into 
consideration, the chief determined to re- 
fer the matter to the insurance men and 
when they assembled in Washington some 
years he consulted with them as to 
the advisability appointing some one 
whose especial duty it would be to inspect 
the various buiidings, thereby preventinys 
frequently dangerous fires. 

The insurance men took to the idea at 
once. They realized that it would be ar 
important step as a preventive and when 
asked if the association would pay the 
salary of the man appointed they agreed 
to the proposition at once. 

David Smith, who died several months 
ago, was given the position and held it for 
a long time. Since nis death no one has 
filled the place, as Chief Joyner thought 
that it would be better to wait until the 
meeting of the association in Washington 
before asking for a new man for the place. 

At the recent mecting. he informed the 
insurance men of tie Vacancy and asked 
if a new man was to be put in. The as- 
sociation was earnestly in favor of letting 
the oflice remain and instructed the chief 
to select soine one. ‘This was placed under 
his entire control and the matter of ap- 
pointment left° entirely with. him. When 
this was known applications began to pour 
into his mall and it was rether a perplex- 
ng matter as to whom he should select— 
that is, until Lhe learned that Mr. Sharp 
Would accept the office. 

He decided yesterday morning 
man and informed Mr.+ Sharp that he 
would be expected to go on duty next 
week.

While to devote a great deal of the best 
efforts of her intelligence to the question 
of saving herself steps.

He Was Commander of the Frigate Constitution, Known 
as «Old Ironsides,”” Which Was the Darling of the Navy.

The story of Commodcre Preble is, in ft- 
self, not only exciting, but amusing and 
the gravest histories of him have not been 
able to keep the vagaries of the commo- 
dore’s celebrated bad temper in abeyance. 
Preble was, unquestionably, one of the very 
greatest sea officers this country ever pro- 
duced—and however the outbursts of his 
fiery temper might make him ridiculous, 
it never inade him contemptibla “Tine 
old man has the test heart, if he has the 
worst temper in the world,”’ was always 
said of him by the junior officers, who were 
the victims of his wrath. Preble seems to 
have come naturally by his impetuosity. 
His father before him, Brigadier General 
Preble, was one of the same so:t, and it 
was commonly said by their neighbors and 
friends that “Ned has a good deal of the 
brigadier in him."’ The father end son were 
deeply attached to each other, although 
they often came ‘n conflict. The last time 
was when Edward was about sixtcen years 
old, in 1777. Men were so scarce, owing to 
most of them having enlisted in the conti- 
nemal army, that the old brigadier set his 


boys to hosing on his farm in Maine. 
Kdward had not worked very long when, 


throwing away his hoe, he declared he had 
no taste for such work, and walked him- 
self off to the seacoast, where he entered 
the first vessel that would take him. The 
brigadier did not seem to regard this as 
wholly unjustifiable, and seeing the boy 
was bent on the sea, got him a midship- 
man’s commission in the tnfant navy. of 
the colonies. In almost his first engage- 
ment Edward was taken prisoner, but was 
given bis paroleawa The brigadicr wrote ad- 
nrenishinge him to be true to his parole, 
and never to make an attempt at liberty 
urtil he was regularly exchanged, Which 
happened aftr. 

Prebie then was ordered to the Protector, 
an armed ship, under a very gallant and 
enterprising commander, Captain Williams.

It was while in the Protector that Preble 
Saw a sea serpent, and went in pursuit of 
it with an armed beat. At that time the

in a bay on the coast of Maine,

Cap- 
tain Williams examined it through his spy- 
glass, aS did every officer on the vessel. 
Young Preble was ordcred to atiack it, 
in a twelve-oared boat with a swivel. The 
boat was lowered, the men armed with 
cutlasses and boarding pikes, and quickly 
pulled toward the serpent. The creature 
raised its head about ten feet above the 
surface and then began to make off to sea

The boat followed as rapidly as the mei 
eould force it through the water, and 
the swivel was fired at the serpent. This 


had no apparent effect, except to make the 
creature gct out of the way the faster. 
Preble, however, had had a complete view 
of it for some time, and said, in his opin- 
ion, it was from a hundred to a hundred 
and fifty feet long, and was about as big 
around as a barrel. This account must be 
accepted as exactly true in every particu- 
lar, coming from a iran like Kdward 
Preble--and after he savs he saw a sea 
serpent from a hundred to a hundred and 
{fifty teet long and as big around as a barrel 
and get close enough to fire at it, it must 
b2 absolutely true in every particular It 
must be remembered that Preble died long 
before sea-serpent stories become com- 
mon, 
An Exciting Adventure. 

Preble saw much service in the revolu- 
tion, and was the hero of a very daring 
achievement not long after his onslaught 
on the sea serpent. He was then serving 
as firpst lieutenant on the Winthrop, a small 
cruiser, Captain Little, of the Winthrop, 
heard there was an armed brig lying at an- 
chor under the guns of the British breast- 
wvurks on the Penobscot. He gave permis- 
sioa to Preble to cut the brig out, if possi- 
ble. It was determined to steal in upon 
her at night and carry her by boarding. On 
a dark night, therefore, Preble, with forty 
men, ran in unperceived, and the Wiathrop

got alongside her enemy. They all wore 
their white shirts over their jackets so that 
they could tell friends from foes when once 
on the British vessel. The officer of the 
deck on the British ship mistook the little 
Winthrop for a tender of their own, and 
called out, “‘Run aboard.” ‘“I am coming 
aboard,’’ answered Captain Little, as his 
vessel shot alongside. Preble, with only 
fourteen men, leaped on the brig’s deck, 
when the Winthrop caught a puff of wind 
and drifted off. Ags they passed ahead, Cap- 
tain Little called out: 

“Shall I send you some more men”” 

“No,’’ coolly answered Preble, ‘‘l have too 
many already!’ i 

He had then egecured the few men on

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had been the favorite frigate of the navy, 
but beginning with Preble’s great cupise the 
Constitution became, once for all, the dari- 
ing ship, not only of the navy, but of the 
nation. 
Preble’s Firmness and Courage. 

While Preble was on his way to join the 
rest of his command at Gibraltar, on a 
dark night the Constitution found herself 
quite close to a large ship. Preble imme- 
diately sent the men to quarters in fear the 
stranger might be an enemy, and hailing 
began. The stranger seemed more anxious 
to ask questions than to answer them. This 
angered the fiery commodore, and he direct- 
ed his first lieutenant to say if the ship did 
not give her name he would give her a shot. 
Tle stranger called back: “If you give mea 
shot, I'll give you a broadside.”’ Preble, at 
this, seized the trumpet himself and spring- 
ing into the mizzen rigging, bawled out: 
‘This is the United States ship Constitu- 
tion. forty-four guns, Commodore Edward 
Preble. I am about to hail you for the last 
time. If you do not answer I will give you a 
broadside. What ship is that? Blow your 
matches, boys!” The ship then replied! 
‘This is his Britannic majesty’s ship Done- 


gal, razee of eighty guns.” 

‘“T don’t believe you,’’ answered Preble, 
“and shall stick by you until morning, 
to make sure of your character.” Ina few 


minutes a boat came alongside with an 
officer, who explained that the stranger

deck and soon had possession of the brig. 
The British batteries on shore opened fire 
on him, but Preble managed to take the 
vessel out without serious damage and with- 
out losing a man. 

At the end of the revolution the navy 
practically ceased to exist. and Preble went 
into the merchant service, as so many of 
the officers were forced to do. But in 1738, 
when the quasi war with France took place 
he re-entered the navy, which had been 
created anew. He did good service, but nad 
no special opportunity to distinguish him- 
self until 1808, when the command of the fa- 
mous old Constitution was given him, and 
he wus sent out in command of a squadron 
to chastise the piratical power of the Bar- 
bary coast. 

Preble was then about forty years of age, 
and his temper had not been sweetened by 
dyspepsia, of which he had been a victim 
for a long time. He set sail in the summer 
in the Constitution, which was destined, un- 
der his command, to win for herself the fs- 
mcus name of Old Ironsides from the way in 
which her stout timbers resisted the tre- 
mendous cannonade of the forts and ficets 
at Tripoli. It was in this splendid cause, too, 
that she gained her well-maintained reputa- 
tion for being a lucky ship. In her great 
battles she never lost her commanding o- 
cer, nor did any great slaughter ever take 
place on her decks--nor was she ever dis- 
masted or seriously injured by war or 
weather. Up to this time the Constellation 
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Struck Full on a Quarter Veck Gun, Which It Smashed to Splinters. 


rf Was the Maidstone frigate, of thirty-eicnt 


&uns, and the delay in answering the hails 
and the false name given was because the 
Constitution had got close go unexpectedly 
that they wanted time to get the people to 
quarters in case she should prove an en- 
emy. This one incident is said to have 
worked a complete revolution in the feel- 
ings of the officers and men toward Prebie, 
and, although he was as stern and strict 
as ever, they could not but admire his 
firmness and cool courage in an emergency. 
After collecting his squandron at Gibral- 
tar, Preble. with three vessels, stood for 
Tanger. The emperor of Morroceo pre- 
tended to be very friendly with the Ameri- 
cans and sent them presents of buliocks, 
sheep and vegetables, but Preble, while 
treating him with respect, yet kept his 
thips cleared for acticn and the men at 


quarters day and nignt, lest the Moors 
should show treachery. On going ashere 


with some of his officers to puy a_visit of 
ceremony to the emperor he guve a char- 
acteristie order to the commanding officer 
of the ship: “If I do net return enter into 
no treaty or negotiation for me, but onen 
fire at once.”” On reaching the palace he 
was told that the party must leave their 
side arms outside before entcring the cm- 
peror’s presence, Prebie replied firmly 
that it was not the custom of the Ameri. 
can navy, and that they should enter as 
they were-—-which they did. The cGmiperor 
svon found what sort of a man he had to 
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deal with and Preble had no further trou- 
ble with him. But Preble could be gener- 
ous to the unfortunate. The Philadelphia, 
his heaviest frigate next the Constitution, 
had run upon the rocks near Tripoli and 
had been captured with her captain, Bain- 
bridge, and her whole company. Preble 
found means to communicate with Bain- 
bridge, and instead of reproaching him for 
his misfortune, addressed him in the: kind- 
est and most generous manner and prome- 
ised him that the Americans would soon 
redeem him from captivity. 

Deprived of his only large ship, besides 
the flagship, Preble had another source of 
anxiety. His four small vessels were com- 
manded by cagtains not one of whom was 
twenty-five years of age—and as Preble 
bitterly exclaimed once: ‘‘Had I known 
how I was to be supported, I would never 
have taken this command. The govern- 
ment has sent me out a parcel of school 
boys for captains!” A year later, when 
these ‘“‘schovi boys’’ had covered them- 
selves with glory as a mantle, Preble was 
reminded of this. He smiled grimiey and 
said: “They turned*out to be very good 
school boys.’’ He referred to Decatur, who, 
in February, 1804, crept at night into the 
harbor of Tripoli and earned immortality 
by destroying the Philadephia as she swung 
to her anchors under the forts and ships of 
the Bashaw of Tripoli. 

Having provided himself with bomb ves- 
sels and gunboats, Preble sailed for Tripoll 
in the summer of 184. Then began a se- 
ries of desperate assaults on the forts and 
war ships of Tripoli, that for splendor and 
effect have never been excelled. Preble 
eould only fire thirty heavy guns at once, 
while the Tripolitans could train U8 on the 
American force. During ali of these bom- 
bardments, while the gunboats, in two di- 
visions, were engaging the Tripolitan gun- 
boats, running aboard of them with hand 
to hand fighting, sinking and burning 
them, the grand old Constitution would 
come into position with the same steadi- 
ness as if she was working into a friendly 
roadistead, and barking out her whole 
broadside at omce would deal destruction 
on the forts and vessels. In vain the 
Tripolitans would comcenirate their fire on 
her, Throwing her topsail abuck, she 
would move slowly when they expected 
her to move fast, and would’ carry sail 
when they expected her to stand still, and 
her cannonnade never slackened for an in- 
Stant. She and her company seamed to be 
invulnerable. Escapes from calamity were 
many, but accidents were few. One of the 
closest shaves was when, in the midst of 
the hottest part of the action, a round 
shiot entered a stern port, directly in Mine. 
of Preble and within a few feet of him, *~ 
It struck full on-a quarier deck gun, which 
it smashed to splinters, that flew about 
among &@ crowd: of officers and men, only 
wounding one, and that slightly. Had it 
Bone a little further it would have cut 
Preble in two. 

Preble and Decatur. 

After one of the fiercest of the hoct at- 
tacks, a collision occurred between l’reble 
and the scarcely jess fiery Decatur, wrich 
is one of the most remarkable ihat ever 
ogeurred in @ man-of-war.. At the close of 
the attack, Decatur came on board the 
flagship to report. Preble had been wa Be 
ing hit, and fully expected that all of fie 
Tripolitan gunboats would be captured. 
But after taking three of them, Decatur 
waz obliged to leave off. As he stepped 
on the Constitution’s deck, still wearing 
the round jacket in which he fought, his 
face grimed with powder, and stained with 
blood from a slight wound, he said, auiet- 
ly, to Preble, “Well, commodore, I have 
brought you but three of tte boats.” 
Preble, suddenly catehing him by the col- 
las with his both hands, shook him vio- 
lently, and shrieked at him, “Aye, sirg 
why did you not bring mie mere?”

Some years ago, when I was making re- 
gearches with a view to writing an his- 
torical book, entitled ‘“Mhe Story of Louis- 
jana,’ which was published in Boston, Il 
came into possession of a great many 
legends and traditions and some more or 
less authentic memoranda tucching the life, 
manners and adventures of the hardy and 
enterprising people who settled in the

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BISHOP TURNER'S RETURN, 


He Says Liberia Is the Place for 
the Negro. 

New York, June 15.—Bishop H. M. Tur- 
ner, of Atlanta, Ga., arrived here today 
from Africa, via England, on the Cunard 
steamer Etruria. The bishop has been in 
Africa in the interest of the African Meth- 
Odist Episcopal church, of which he is a 
bishop. He has visited Bathurst, Sierra 
Leone, Liberia and other points in Africa. 

He says the Horsa, the stcamer which 
carried over 200 colored emigrants to Libe- 
ia from Savannah, Ga., in March last, ar- 
rived there safely and landed the colonists 
at Monrovia, the capital of the republic. 
Each head of a family was donated twen- 
ty-five acres of good farming land. 

The bishop says that up to the time he 
left—about the middle of May—two very 
old members of the colony had died, each 
of whom was sick before lIcaving the 
United States, and three infants nad died, 
but that the other emigrants were appa- 
rently doing well and were very hopeful. 
The bishop highly indorses the emigra- 
tion movement. He says Liberia is a rich 
country, and the black “man can there 
rise to any distinction without being ham- 
pered by reason of his color. 


A MONUMENT TO A TRAIN ROBBER. 


Rabe Smith, the Southern Wrecker, 
Will Have a Marble Shaft. 

Columbus, O., June 15,—(Special.)—A letter 
has been received at the state prison here 
from some one who signs himself Archie 
Baldwin, asking for the privilege of placing 
a monument at the grave of Rube Smith, 
the southern train robber, who died in the 
state prison here a few months ago.

BIRMINGHAM’S BONDS. 


Visit of the Aldermanic Committce to 
Baltimore. 

IBaltimore, una 15.—The  aldermanic 
committee from Birmingham, Ala., is here 
trying to save the credit of the'r city and 
disclaiming any intention of repudiating its 
financial obiigations. 

‘Many of the reports concerning the af- 
fairs of Birmingham have,’’ the committee 
state, “heen m-sleading. The funded deta 
of the city is $1,700,000, and thee has been 
no default of interest on its bonds. But 
a provision in the state constitution pre- 
vents the levying of a tax rate higher 
than 50 cents. on $10 and it ‘s not suffi- 
cient to mai'ntain our modern improve- 
ments. Coupled with this disadvantage, 
the city has suffered in common with 
other places, from a heavy depreciation in 
values aS a consequence of the business 
depression of the last two years. Handi- 
capped by these difficulties Birmingham is 
depr.ved of the means of paying interest 
at the times and in the amounts provided 
in the bonds. The city is able and willing 
to pay part of the interest when it be- 
comes due and we are here for the purpose 
of assuring bondhoiders of that willingness 
and to negotiate for a slight extension of 
time for the payment of the balance.’’ 

One-haif of the bonds are held in Balti- 
more and a meeting of holders will be 
held next Monday. An effort will be madt 
by the Birmingham authorities to have 
the constitutional limitat:on on the rate 
of taxation repealed.

Cincinnati, June 15.—An infuriated mob 
chased a man down John street this after- 
noon and created excitement.

ALL QUIET IN FORMOSA. 


Japanese in Full Possession and Order 
Restored. 

Washirgton, June 15.—The internal af- 
fairs of the island of Formosa are tran- 
quil again, now that the Japanese officials 
are in authority. A cable from the Tokio 
foreign office was received at the Japanese 
legation which says:

TRYING TO RISE AGAIN. 


Plan of the Reorganizers of the Whis-< 
ky Trust. 

Chicago, June 15.—Nine million, eight hun- 
dred dollars: are offered to the Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding Company by the or- 
Ganization commission, which owns or 
controls 347,067 shares of the company’s 
stock, leaving 2,933 shares which stand in 
the name of Greenhut and others. This 
offer is made in a voluminous petition to 
the United States district court to have 
Receiver McNulta authorized and directed 
to sell all the property to the whisky trust 
On certain conditions. 

This petition was filed with the clerk of 
the court last evening by Morah, Kraus & 
Mayer, and John P. Wilson, solicitors for 
the petitioning reorganiaztion commission. 
It has been expected for some time and as 


soon as the adverse decision of the su- 


preme court was announced it was consider- 
ed necessary to hasten the sale of the prop- 
erty. By agreement with Judge Showalter, 
the petition will be heard and the Greenhut 
Opposition is expected to make vigorous ob- 
jection. The whole aim of the statements 
contained in the petition is to convince the 
court that the immense and widely sepa- 
rated estate cannot be operated permanent- 
ly with due regard for the interests of the 
stockholders under the present receivership 
System and in the face of threatening oppo- 
sition from various sources. The bid of the 
petitioners contains the provision that they 
“shall be allowed to retain such proportion 
of the purchase price as the total] number 
of shares owned or controlled by the re- 
organization committee bears to the total 
capital stock of the company upon forming 
Satisfactory securities,’’ The total capital 
stock of the company Outstanding is $35,v00,- 
000. 

The petitioners also agree that the receiv- 
er or his successor, on order of the court 
shall pay all claims which shal] 
be adjudicated and ordered paid. 
They make it a condition that 
the bid Shall be accepted and transfer made 
within twenty days and that if a higher 
bid is made the property shall be sold to 
Such bidder. Final prosecution of the bill 
attacking the sale of $1,000,000,000 bonds by 
Greenhut et al. is made a condition of a 
purchase. The propsed sale is to be made 
Subject to the payment of whatever may be 
found due to the holders of these questiona- 
ble bonds, which are Secured by a trust 
deed to the Central Trust Company 

The distillers mentioned in the ‘petition 
are to be included in the purchase. The pe- 
tition states that Mr. Greenhut, Hobart, 
Green, fennesey and Morrison, from the 
formation of the trust, February 11, 1890, 
to September 22, 1894, had control and on 
February 18, 1590, bought eighty-one dis- 
tilleries. Afterwards they bought eight 
more, The obejct of the bidders in not of. 
fering to purchase all these eighty-nine 
distilleries is to avoid the pitfall which 
brought the trust to its death by judgment 
of the supreme court, which held that the 
buying of so many distilleries and then 
Closing their doors was for the purpose of 
crushing competition and forming a trust. 

The plan of the reorganizers is to buy 
only so many distilleries as they are able 
to operate and let any one else who wishes 
buy the remainder of the distilleries. In 
this connection the petitioners take care 
to state that in addition to the trust dis- 
tilleries there are tweive in operation in the 
United States, having a daily capacity of 
Nearly 200,000 gallons, and whose daily av- 
erage product is 75,000 gailons. All these 
distillers are active competitors of the trust 
and there is being built another, to havea 
daily capacity of 45,000 gallons, 

fhe reorganization committee lays stresg 
On its claim that assuming the tota] amount 
of claims, $873,458, should be finally allowed 
there would still be in the hands of the re- 
ceiver an excess of $450,890 of cash assets 
Over liabilities, exclusive of the real] eState.

Wniversity of Alabama, that grand old in- 
Stitution of learning which has for the 
Dest two-thirds of a century done more 
Perhaps for the intellectual and material 
Gevelopment of Alabama ihan any other 
@gency, will celebrate its sixty-fourth com- 
mencement, beginning tomorrow. 

This celebration is always an important 
Wccasion in Alabama. It is attended by 
many of the most prominent politicians, 
scholars, professional and business men otf 
the state, a majority of whom come to do 
honor to their beloved alma mater, and to 
observe the progress which is being made 
toward elevating the institution to the first 
Tank among southern colleges. 

The lovely girls of Alabama come to 
smile upon the efforts of the r cadet broth- 
ers and sweethearts. The little city of Tus- 
eaioosa has its generous hospitality severe- 
ly taxed during commencement week, but 
has always been found equal to the emer- 
gency. 

This year commencement promises to be 
particularly, brilliant and (attractive. In 
spite of the depressing times, the year has 
been a prosperous one with the un.versity, 
The attendance has been good, the stucenis 
have manifested an unparalleled interest in 
their classes, the discipline of the corps has 
been excellent and no contagion or 
tumult has appeared to interrupt the upn- 
broken success of the session just closing.

The Cry of the Demagognue. 

As much as the university has done for 
Alabama and for her people it is not now 
mor ever has been appreciated as it de- 
served to be. For ten years past its record 
has been remarkably successful except as 
to attendance. In this particular it has not 
even held its own. General Jones, the pres- 
ident, is a man of fine sense and splendia 
intelligence. He has elevated the standard 
of the institution during his incumpency 
and has established a discipline never be- 
fore equaled in the history of the college, 
The facilities have been increased, otner 
Chairs have been added, $60,000 worth of 
new aparatus has been prov.ded, every 
member of the faculty is a master in the 
branches in which he instructs, commodious 
hew buildings have been provided—in fact, 
the facilities have been in all respects 
fully doubled within ten years, and yet tne 
attendance is materially less than it was 
half a decade ago. The expenses of attend- 
ing the university have been materially de- 
creasei and, while it is true that another 
of the state educational institutions has 
become more of a formidable rival, it is 
equally true that a considerably larger per- 
@entage of Alabama’s young men are sent 
to coliege now than ten years ago. 

Very little active canvassing has ever 
been done for the university. What patron- 
age it has received has come voluntariiy. 
The state press, be it said to its discredit, 
has never evinced the interest in the insti- 
tution that it has ‘deserved. This may be 
partly due to a lack of information with 
reference to the history of the Institution 
and to the awe of the political demagocue, 
who, for years, has preached to the dear 
people that the university is supported by 
the state for the sons of the rich and that 
the money devoted to its sustenance should 
be paid to worthy backwoods school teach- 
ers. A perusal of this article will convince 
eny one of the utter injustice of such a 
charge. 7 , 
The Ups and Downs of the University. 

A brief resume of the history of the uni- 
versity will prove of interest, Its career 
has been checkered. Its growth has been

stunted several times, The state, which 
should have nourished it, has proved a 
false friend to it, and, instead of lending its 
financial as well as its moral support, has 
systematically stolen from the purse en- 
trusted to its keeping. Little’ is known 
gencrally of the state’s dealings with the 
university, and as a matter of information 
the story of these transactions is told in 
full later on. 

The university was founded upon an en- 
Gowment grant from congress in 1819. The 
gift consisted of seventy-two sections of 
land. The properties were sold on the in- 
stallment plan, the state borrowed the mon- 
ey as it came in, and it was therefore not 
until 1831 that the buildings could be com- 
pleted and opened for students. Even at 
that time much of the beautiful state of 
Alabama was occupied by Indians, and a 
magnificent institution, such as was estab 
lished, looked out of place in such a estate. 
Dr. Alva Woods was the first president. 
He was a man of fine culture, a graduate | 
of Harvard and a Christian gentleman, but 
@ poor manager. He could instruct, but he 
could not govern. His administration of six 
years was marked by frequent tumuits |

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among the studgnts and dissatisfaction 
among the friends of the institution, Final- 
ly the entire faculty resigned and its reor- 
ganization was brought about. 

In 1837 Rev. Basil Manly, D.D., was 
elected president, and served until 1855. He 
was a good reneral scholar, but was select- 
ed on account of his possessing other high 
qualities necessary for a successful presi- 
dent. Under him the university prospered, 
the attendance increased, the faculty was 
enlarged and in the end uprisings among 
the students were quelled. Many believe that 
Dr. Manly’s greatest mistake while presi- 
dent was the inauguration and attempteg 
inforcement of the exculpation laws, Dy 
which, when a breach of conduct was dis- 
covered, each student was put upon nis 
own exculpation and his denial must be 
taken as prima facie proof of his Innocence. 
Perjury and failure to testify were punish- 
able by expulsion. The inforcement of this 
law brought about wholesale suspensions 
and at one time necessitated the closing of 
the school. It was finally abandoned as im- 
practicable. 

In one of the first annual addresses deliv- 
ered by Dr, Manly to the trustees, ne 
stated that one of the greatest difficulties 
with which he had to contend was the un- 
prepared condition in which applicants for 
admission applied. “Low as the-:niversity 
has placed its requirements for admission,’’ 
he said, ‘‘the schools in the country seem to 
be unprepared to meet them. Before the 
university can have numbers, the schools 
must be elevated.’ He continues: “A ques- 
tion will arise: Shall the university come 
down to the schools, or must the schools be 
brought up to the university? We are per- 
suaded that your enlightened body cannot 
hesitate a moment for the answer.” And 
it was on this principle that the wise old 
president, by degrees but surely, advanced 
the importance and popularity of the Iinsti- 
tution. : 

Dr. Manley resigned tn 1855 dn account of 
failing health, and Dr, Langdon C. Garland, 
professor of philosophy, was elected presi- 
dent. At this time the university was in 
mne conaftion. Kv degrees handsome ana 
commodious buildings had been secured, 
one of the best college libraries in the 
south had been accumulated and aparatus 
and educational appliances had been se- 
cured which made the university the envy 
of all southern colleges. Finally reverbera- 
tions of war began to be heard. Gradually 
the attendance fell off, and, finally, atter 
war had been declared, all of the older 
students went away as soldiers. In 1861 the 
governor ordered all of the cadets to camps 
in various parts of the state to serve as 
drill masters. 

Notwithstanding te fact that the doors 
of almost all of the southern colleges were 
closed. the university resumed in Septem- 
ber, 1861, with 154 in attendance and contin- 
ued with good support until late in the war. 

The year 1864 was the most eventful, per- 
haps, in the university’s history. As tne 
life of the confederaoy neared its close, 
rumors of the near approach of federal 
cavalry reached Tuscaloosa. It was said 
they were coming for the purpose of de- 
stroying the factories and of burning the 
state university. The corps of cadets was 
on the qui vive, and the boys were eager 
for a fight. There were 300 of them well 
drilled, well organized and full of fire and 
courage. Finally a large brigade, under 
command of General Croxton, swept down 
on Tuscaloosa. News reached the univers!- 
ty, two miles distant, and the long roll 
was broken. Not a boy failed to answer 
to the call, The corps was marched in hot 
haste to the city under command of Dr. 
Garland and Colonel Murphy. Finding no 
soldiers in the streets the corps was march. 
ed to the top of the long hillside road lead- 
ing to the river bridge. Here a quick en- 
counter was had with the federal cavalry, 
in which two or three volleys were fired Dy 
the cadets and half a dozen of the federal 
troops were killed. A few cadets were 
wounded, Retreat was then ordered by 
Colonel Murphy, for the reason that he had 
learned resistance was useless, the federals 
having more than 2,00 well-equipped men. 
The corps was marched in order to the 
university, where a qauntity of ammunition 
was destroyed, and thén reluctantly took 
up the line of march to Marion, Ala.,where 
they were formally disbanded in a few 
days. 
The University Barned. 

On the morning of April 4th, a body of 
federal cavalry set fire to all of the public 
buildings of the university, and before 
midday they were a smouldering heap of 


ashes. Thus by this conflagration property |

the University -of Alabama had 
left but a name and the residence of its 
president. 

In August, 1854, although the war had 
just closed and its ravages were being felt 
on every hand, the trustees determined that 
the university must be continued and ac- 
cordingly two professors were elected and 
the institution was advertised to be opened 
on October Ist. When the time came but one 
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student presented himself, a young son of 
ex-Governor Watta, of Montgomery. It 


became apparent that the effort to resume | 


was premature and it was abandoned. 

In 1867 work on the first new hall on the 
college grounds was commenced, This 
building, now known 48 Alva Woods hall, 
constitutes the rear line of the university 
quadrangle. In it are lecture rooms, the halis 
of two of the literary soc.eties, the college 
offices and the great dining hall. The upper 
a are appropriated mainly for dormato- 
ries. 

The legislature in 1867 also elected a new 
board of trustees, who, in turn elected Pro- 
fessor W. 8. Wyman president, and ordered 
the institution to be opened in October, 
1868, Then came the carpetbag rule in Ala- 
bama. The managers of the state govern- 
ment appointed a “board of regents’ to 
take charge of the univers:ty’s affairs. I'he 
board met in Montgomery in July, 16s. 
President Wyman appeared before it with 
his report. The first act of the regents 
wag to declare null and void all acts of any 
body pretendiug to have been, since the se- 
cession of Alabama, the board of trustees of 


| the University of Alabama, President Wy- 
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| man promptly declined the re-election they 


offered him. , 

The university was finally opened for stu- 
dents in April 1869. Several presidents had 
been elected but all had declined. Rev. J. 
Del’. Richards, of Wilcox, one of the pro- 
fessors, acted as president, Only thirty 
Students attended that year. 

The following December Professor Lup- 
ton accepted the presidency. The meeting 
which elected him passed a resolution peti- 
tioning the legislature, then in session, to 
provide a suitable bullding {for colored 
students. A resolution looKing to the re- 
moval of the university to some other 
place and inviting proposals from other 
cities was also passed at that meeting. 

It appears that Professor Lupton did not 
report for duty, for Hon. W. R. Smith was 
soon afterwards elected president and took 
charge of the affairs of the university, He 
reiained the place only one year, when he 
retired and Professor Lupton was elected 
‘chairman of the faculty.’’ Then followed 
the most successful year up to that time 
since the war, the attendance being more 
than 100. The law department law estab- 
lished that year with Hon. Henderson M. 
Somerville as professor. Professor Lupton 
remained only one year when he went to 
Vanderbilt university to accept a char. 

The next president was Hon, Carlos G. 
Smith, who was chosen by the board of 
regents in 1874. HKighteen seventy-five was 
the last year of the regime of the regents 
who eame into power under the constitution 
adopted for Alabama by the federal con:

peopte in 1875. It returned the university to 
the old system of trustees, modified and 
improved as experience dictated. 
Hon. George S. Houston was 
and a magnificent board of trustees was ap- 
pointed. They set to work to profit by the 
experiences of the past, It was ascertained 
that during the fifty-five years of its ex- 
istence, the university had had 200 trustees. 
This was recognized as having worked a 
serious injury to the institution. This new 
board was constituted as follows: 
First district, Willis G. Clark, 
second district, Hilary A. Herbert, 
gomery; third district John A. 
Clayton; fourth district, WN. Ft. . dt. 
Selma; fifth district, W. C. Meclver 
gee; sixth district, Enoch Morgan, Icutaw, 
and Marion Banks, Tuscaloosa, seventh 
district, James Crook, Jacksonville; eighth 
district, Edward C. Betts, Huntsville. 
Colonel Herbert resigned in 1879 to accept 
a seat in congress and Hon. W. 8S. Thoring- 
ton, of Montgomery, was elected in his 
stead. In 1884 Judge Betts resigned to accept 
the appointment of commissioner of agricul- 
ture of Alabama, and Colonel John LD. Wee- 
den, of Madison, was appo.nted his spucces- 
sor. Weeden was elected professor of law 
in 1886 and Colonel R. b. Rhett, of Hunts 
ville, succeeded him, To this original board 
and to these worthy substitutes is due in a 
very large measure the rapid and gratily 
ing progress that has been made by tn 
university since the days of reconstruction. 
In 1878 the term of Pres:dent Smith ex- 
pired and he was not re-elected. The place 
was tendered to General Josiah Gorgas, of 
the University of the South, at Sewannee, 
He accepted it and took charge immediate- 
ly. His heaith gave way after a few months, 
ver, and the faculty elected Professor 
Wyman to act as president for the re- 
mainder of the term. When the board met 
again, General Gorgas tendered his resig- 
naticn, which was accepted with great re- 
luctance. 
The presidency was then tendered Profes- 
sor Wyman, but he refused it again and 
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Hon. Burrell B. Lewis was called from his]. 


high seat in the federal congress to accept 
the presidency. Colonel Lewis served the 
university for five years and until his 
death in 1886, during which the institution 
enjoyed greater prosperity than ever before 
in its history. He took charge of the uni- 
versity with 158 students, He left it with 
°5 He found. it in debt. with one college 
building, the Woods hall. He left it with the 
four beautiful buildings of which it can now 
boast—the Woods, the Manly, the Clark and 
the Garland halis. 

The first mentioned has already been de- 
scribed. 

Manly hall, which now forms the west 
side of the university quadrangle, is a build- 
ing of three stories, and is constructed otf 
brick, with trimmings of gray limestone 
The first story contains the president's 
office, lecture rooms for the schools of law, 
engineering, Greek and matfMematics. ‘the 
second and third stories are devoted to stu- 
dent’s lodgings. 

Clark hall, which forms the front of the 
quadrangle, is a handsome sfructure of 
brick, with trimmings of gray limestone 
and is appropriated to general academic 
uses. It is three stories in height. The first 
story contains the library and readtng 
rooms and the winter chapel. The great 
public hall of the university occupies the 
second and third stories, This hall will seat 
with comfort 800 people, with accommoda- 
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leries. 

Garland hall forms the east side of the 
quadrangle, and is the counterpart of Man- 
ly hall on the west. 

The whole of the lower floor is devoted to 
the very extensive collections owned by the 
university in geology, Botany, conchology, 
mineralogy and zoology. The upper apart- 
ments are lodging rooms for students. 

At Colonel Lewis’s death the presidency 
was again tendered to Professor Wyman 
who again refused it. The trustees then 
elected General Henry D. Clayton, a dis- 
tinguished soldier, a learned lawyer and a 
scholar of superior attainments. He served 
only about a year, when he died, and at 
the next annual meéting the board 
wisely selected the distinguished gentle- 
man who now presides over the affairs of 
the institution, and in his hands, as stated, 
the university has steacily and uniformly 
prospered.

Georgin Was Its Mother. 

The great old state of Georgia is the 
mother of the University of Alabama. 
Alabama is simply a step-mother and 
in the past she has been an exceedingly 
unjust one, as the records will show. In- 
stead of her having cherished and guarded 
the interest of the infant institution left 
to her charge, she, for many years, syste- 
matically robbed it of its own, and, while 
of later years some partial reparation has 
been made by the state, the university has 
by no means been accorded its just dues. 
Some good authorities claim that the state 
owes the institution in the neighborhood 
of $3,000,000. Others place the indebtedness 
at about half this amount. These esti- 
mates include the amounts” deliberately 
taken by the state, those which the state 
allowed its agents and customers to ap- 
propriate, and interest on the total. 

Not one :Alabamian in a thousand is in- 
formea as to the dealings between the 
state and the university, and the folowing 
abstract of the financial history of the in- 
stitution will be read with interest: 

When the state of Georgia in 1802 deeded 
to the United States the territory which 
now comprises the state of Alabama the 
act of cession especially provided that 
every sixteenth section should be set aside 
for schools, and furthermore that at least 
one township in each section should be de- 
voted to the endowment of a seminary of 
learning. 

Congress recognized the condition of this 
grant and tn the act for the admission of 
Alabama into the union reserved for the 
use of such seminary seventy-two sections 
of the public lands of Alabama. The secre- 
tary of the treasury selected the richest 
sections in the state and recorded them on 
the ways as “the university lands.'’. The 
acceptance of this trust was one of the 
conditions of Alabama’s admission into ‘the 
union. 

The convention which met in Huntsville 
in 1819 for the purpose of formulating. a 
constitution for the state of, Alabama 
adopted certain articles as part of its fun- 
damental law, which provided that schools 
and means of education should be forever 
encouraged, and the legislature should take 
measures to preserve from waste or dam- 
age such lands as had been or might 
thereafter be granted by the United States 
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for the support of a seminary of learning 
in this state, and the moneys which might 
be raised from such lands by rent, sale 
of lease should be and remain a fund for 
the exclusive support of a state university, 
for the promotion of the arts, literature 
an@ the sciences. af 
lis Financial Experfences. 

The first legislature, which; assembled in 
Huntsville, Ala., in 1819, passed an act 
authorizing the governor to/appo.nt three 
commissioners in each county in which 
was situated any of the university lands 
and the commissioners were authorized to 
lease the lands for a period of a year. The 
second general assembly, which was hed 
the next year, authorized the commis- 
s:oners to lease for another yeur. 

At the third session an act providing for 
a board of trustees was passed. This act 
vested all of the lands contained in the 
congressional grant in the board of trus- 
tees, of which the governor of Alabama 
wis made the ex-officio (presideit. The 
voard was, by the act which created it, 
authorized to sell the lands at a minimum 
price of $17 per acre, payable ¢ne-fourth 
cash, the balance in four equal annual 
payments. The act provided that the trus- 
tees might dispose of the lands through 
agents and should receive and invest the 
proceeds of the sales as they might deem 
best for ‘the interests of the institution.

The act also provided that 
at the end of the term of credit, or within 
three years thereafter, the purchaser could 
Surrender his deed and convert his pur- 
chase into a lease for ninety-nine years and 
renewable forever, upon condition that he 
should pay interest at the rate of 6 per 
cent on the amount be owed. It may be 
stated in this connection that this last 
section of the act cost the university many 
thousands of dollars. A large percentage 
of purchasers took advantage of it. For 
years the agents neglected to keep up with 
the interest collections ‘and finally the 
archives of the president’s office were 
broken into and the records of the leases 
wee mutilated, thus rendering it impos- 
sible to ascertain what lands originally 


owned by the university were held under | 


lease. 

The first meeting of the wWoard of trus. 
tees was held in Tuscaloosa in 1822, Israel 
Pickens was then governor. No Official 
investigations were made, bur it was 
learned that considerable of the property 
had been disposed of. In 1823 a much 
larger proportion of it was sold, some of 
it bringing as much as $60 ner acre. 

In 1823 the general assembly organized a 
state bank and provided that $109,000 of the 
university money be made a part of the 
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The committee of trustees reported that 
of the 46,079.69 acres donated by the gOv- 
ernment 42,540.21 had been reported sold 
for the aggregate sum of $377,680.52, being 
about $8.90 per acre. This left, it wil] be 
perceived, 3,639.46 acres still unsold. 

On July 4, 1854, George W. Crabb, the 
then comptroller of public accounts, re. 
ported the total disbursements from the 
university funds to be $394,162.36, distributed

For the next ten years there was little 
change in the financial affairs of the in- 
stitution. In 18388 an amount was invested 
in state bank stock sufficient to increase 
the state’s indebtedness to the university 
to $300,000. At the same time the uni- 
versity was indebted to the state bank 
for $5,318.01 borrowed money, which had 
been used in the erection of buildings and 
the purchase of aparatus and libraries. 

Colonel Bagbee’s Report. 

In 1841 Colonel Franc's Bugbee, of Mont- 
gomery, was appointed to ascertain the 
balance that existed between the state and 
the university. His report to the legisla- 
ture in 1846 showed that, leaving out of 
consideration the university’s investment 
in the state Dank stock and its cash de- 
posit there, the state equitably owed the 
institution an unstated net balance of $214,- 
664.23. A condensed statement of Colonel 
Bugbee’s report is as follows:

Finally the bank was liquidated and the 
state proceeded to pocket the proceeds of 
the university’s $300,000 worth of stock. 

In 1848 an act was passed by the gen- 
eral assembly of Alabama to liquidate and 
settle the mutual debts existing Setween 
the university and the state of Alabama. 
By the terms of this act the indebtedness 
of he university to the bank ws extin- 
guished and the university funl was de- 
clared to be $250,000, for the security of 
which and the punctual payment of the in- 
terest thereon, at 6 per cent, the faith and 
credit of the state were pledged. 

The effect of this act was and has been 
to rob the university of $276,217.24, and the 
state is today, by every rule of fairness 
and honesty indebted to the university in 
that amount with interest for seventy 
years. minus a credit of $50,000 in 1860, in 
the shape of an increase in the acknowl- 
edged interest-bearing indebterness, $30,000 
in 1865 and $60,000 in 1883 with interest on 
these amounts. By computing simple in. 
terest on these amounts and striking a 
balance it will be seen that the state 
owes the university, outside of the $300,000 
on which it now pays interest, a net 
equitable debt of some $1,414,033.84. 

On April 4, 1865, as stated, federal troops 
burned the university buildings to the 
ground, entailing a loss of $300,000. When 
the legislature met the following Novem- 
ber an act was passed providing for a léan 
to the university of $70,000 for the pur- 
pose of enabling the trustees to rebuild. 
This act provided that one-half of the in- 
terest on the university fund should be 
withheld by the state until the loan and 
interest thereon should be paid. 

When the contract for rebuilding was 
let there was not a dollar in the treasury 
of the state nor in that of the university. 
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capital of the bank, the state to issue to 
the trustees of the university certiticates 
of deposit bearing 6 per cent interest. The 
trustees were in no manner consulted about 
the transaction, the loan being purely and 
simply a forced one. This set the ball to 
rolling and for the next twenty rears the 
state contrived to make away with all of 
the university’s money it could get its 
hands on. 

In 1827 the provision limiting the forced 
loan to $100,000 was repealed and the state 
was authorized to borrow, at its pleasure, 
any and all money that might be to the 
credit of the university fund. 

During the next five or six years, through 
indifference, rascality, ignorance and negii- 
gence, it became apparent that the uni- 
versity’s business affairs were in bad 
shape. All of the agents were suspended 
except the one at Tuscaloosa. The legisla- 
ture of 1833-34 appointed a committee to 
look into the matter. The committee 
worked faithfully and promptly and re- 
ported that the books and accounts of the 
institution were in such a tangled shape 
that not even an approximate etatement

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The state’s credit was bad, on aceount of 
the ravages wrought by the war, but 
the then governor, Robert M. Patton, of 
Lauderdale, all honor to_ his memory, 
pledged his personal credit, which was 
strong, that no contractor nor any other 
creditor of the university should lose by 
any default of the state to make due 
payment of all just claims against the 
university, and James H. Fitts, a banker 
of Tuscaloosa, who was at the time and 
has ever since been the fiscal agent of t*¢ 
institution, used all of the resources of his 
‘bank to maintain at par, in Tuscaloosa, 
the state certificates of indebtedness, 
known 2s “Patton certificates,” by which 
the work of rebuilding was carried on. 
Thus was the building now known #8 
Alva fWood’s Imll, constructed. It cost 
about $90,000, but s0 carefully were the 
affairs of the university being nourished 
at this time that only $30,000 of the 2muunt 
lent by the state was used. The baijance 
was never drawn from the treasury. 
‘'Snce this time the finances of the ur.l- 
versity have prospered, comparatively 
speaking. In 1883 the friends of the in- 
stitution beg@ed the state out of a loan of 
000. It was shown’ that tae un'versity 
had a large equitable claim aga‘nst the 
state and that the increasing patron 
and attendauce demanded increase -

Just below the space where will be built 
the Mexican village is perhaps the most 
picturesque and artistic structure on the 
whole grounds. With its outer covering 
of natural wood, taken from the Georgia 
forests of oak and pine and hickory. The 
mineral and ferestry building will be one 
of the chief attractions from an artistic 
standpoint. This edifice is complete on the 
outside. A pleasing feature will be the 
mass of heavy gray moss that festoons the 
doorway. During the past week the work- 
men have been busily engaged in placing 
this up and arranging it in the most strik- 
ing designs. Searcely any work has been 
done yet on the inside of this building, 
but in the next two weeks all of ithe stair- 
ways and flooring will be placed in and 
the house fixed ready to receive exhibits. 
Just here it may be well to say that per- 
haps the finest display of minerals ever 
put up will be brought out to this build- 
ing. Professor Day, of the government de- 
partment, has been actively at work for 
some months arranging plans to perfect 
the exhibit, of which he will have charge.

The intention of the administration to 
put a nominee representing the adminis- 
tration views on the party has never 
been doubted; nor has it been doubted 
by those who have watched the trend of 
eveuts that in making a platform for 
this candidate to-stand on the poli- 
ticians who do the bidding of the ad- 
ministration, lacking the conrage of 
their convictions to declure for the sin- 
gle gold standard for which they are 
fighting, would endeavor again to fool 
the people with a straddle. 

The New York Times, which is the 
special organ of the adiuninistration, out- 
lines the purposes of the gold element in 
the democratic party in an editorial in 
which it says: 

There will, presumably, be a regular re- 
publican and a regular democratic candi- 
date, both of whom will be sound money 
men, though perhaps standing on a plat- 
form with a “straddle” currency plank. 

There is the programme, aud there ean 
be no doubt of the purposes of the men 
who have inspired it. 

Will it go through? 

Not much. There is just one thing ab- 
solutely certain in this financial con- 
troversy, and that is, so far as the dem- 
ocratic party is concerned there can be 
no more straddles, The people are thor- 
oughly aroused on this question and 
they propose that their convictions shall 
be placed in their party platform. They 
propose, however, beyond all thing 
that there shall be no equivocations. 
Whichever side wins will express its 
convictions freely and fully in the plat- 
form. The day of the straddle is past. 
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Political Facts. 

There are a great many people still 
alive and in good health who believe 
that the nomination of Mr. Cleveland at 
Chicago in 1892 was the result of a 
great popular uprising that Iifted itself 
into the air and came down upon the 
convention with irresistible force. ‘The 
event has been ealled “the triumph of 
the people over the wiles of the politi- 
cians,” and yet, according to Mr. Wiilliaio 
C. Whitney, it was accomplished ex- 
Clusively by wire-pulling and Jog-rolling.

Thereupon he sent for the 
lively and ubiquitous Dan Lamont and 
a few other New York men and talked 
the matter over. Then be sat him down, 
took his pen and wrote to seventeen dif- 
ferent men in different sections of the 
country, inviting them to come and see 
him in New York. 


At this meeting a plan of operations 


in behalf of Mr. Cleveland at fhe con- 
vention was arranged and mapped out. 
The next thing was to write letters to 
Cleveland men in all the states, and the 
result of this correspondence was a gen- 
eral meeting of Cleveland men at the 
Richelieu hotel in Chicago two weeks 
before the Cliicago convention was held. 
At this last meeting a larger and more 
perfect organization was made and then 
Cleveland headquarters were opened at 
another hotel.

The information thus cutely given by 
Mr. Whitney ought to go a long way 
toward convincing the people how easy 
it is for a shrewd man to take time by 
the hind leg and surprise even the dele- 
gates to a national convention Into nom- 
inating a man whom they do not favor. 

A great many conscientious men will 
be moved to say that it was the poorest 
month's work that Mr. Whitney or any 
other man ever did for the people and 
the party. 
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An American Policy Predicted. 

The St. Louis Republic, through its 
Washingtou correspondence, has made 
a discovery which is decidedly interest- 
ing and which may be important. 

The Republic declares that instead of 
repudiating the Monrve docirine, it is 
the purpose of the administration to 
enlarge, improve and intensify the doc- 
trine by proclaiming one which will de- 
termine for all time to come the policy 
of this country with regard to trespass 
by European powers on American soil, 

The discovery referred to is found in 
the following extract from the Wash- 
ington correspondence of The Repub- 
lic: 

I have substantial reason for thinking 
that the Cleveland administration intends 
to promulgate in clear terms a new doc- 
trine, embodying that of Monroe, but en- 
larging and amplifying its scope, Vene- 
zuela is to be the pretext. The importance 
to the United States of defending the in- 
tegrity of Venezuelan territory is evident, 
for not only is the Monroe doctrine involv- 
ed, but the success of Great Britain in hold- 
ing the territory which she has seized by 
force Will give her control of the principal 
mouth of thse Orinoco river, destined in 
time to be a most important channel of 
commerce, 

Our government has made several un- 
Successful efforts to induce Great Britain 
to refer the boundary dispute to arbitration. 
The British government shows a decided 
disinclination to do so, There is not much 
cdoubt that the Venezuelan officials are act- 
ing under suggestions from our state de- 
partment. 

Greshain had made a most thorough and 
exhiuustive study of the entire question, 
and, I understand, left a report partially 
prepared, some of it in skeleton form, re- 
Viewing the entire contention and _ inci- 
dentally giving expression to the views and 
dernands of our government regarding Eu- 
ropean aggressions on this continent. In all 
the research and review of the Venezuelan 
question Mr. Olney was the trusted adviser 
and confidant of Mr. Gresham, and, conse- 
quentiy, there is no one at this time better 
fitted to take up the work Judge Gresham 
left off than the quiet, thoughtful and stub- 
born Massachusetts democrat. 

Correspondence and negotiation regarding 
this subject are in proeress all the time. 
There is no doubt that our government in- 
tends to play a bold and daring part, If 
Our republican friends have been living on 
the hope that they-can introduce a weak 
or a fteebie enforcement of the Monroe douc- 
trine as an indictment of the udministra- 
tion into the next presidential campaign, 
they will suffer disappointment. In ali 
probability ut the very time the next presi- 
denGai contest is being fought on the nust- 
ings, the democratic administration will be 
declaring the most aggressive foreign policy 
regarding this continent that was ever 
pronvbunced by American statesmen. 

il am sure that our government has pre- 
pared itself to contend and to insist on its 
Contention that Great Britain has no right 
to a foot of territory claimed by Venezuela. 
As soon as the British government formally 
Serves notice that it will not submit the 
Venezuelan case to arbitration, then our 
e0vernment will make known to Venezuela 
our understanding of the question, and Ven- 
eZuela, of course, will proceed to occupy the 
territory now claimed by Great Britain, 
This will bring the question to a head. 

It is Known here that the president 
has tuken a great deal of interest in 
the Venezuelan situation, and it may be 
that the words of the St, Louis newspa- 
per will prove prophetic. The report is 
decidedly interesting, and developments 
on this line will be watched for, 
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The Goff Injunction, 

The recent decision of the United 
States circuit court of appeals at Rich- 
moud is a very timely one and serves 
to remind the people that among the 
judges of the higher courts there are 
some ut Jeast who have not forgotten 
that the dignity and power of the 
United States are, in the last analysis, 
based on the reserved rights of the 
states. It is not every judge who is im- 
pressed with the importance of the fe- 
cisions he makes in matters affecting the 
relations between the states and the 
government they have united to form, 
and it is not every public man who has 
the wisdom and 
perceive that there is no form of liberty 
in this republic exeept that which is to 
be found in the reserved rights of the 
states—the rights that cluster about 
home rule ip its truest and broadest 
sense. 

We have recently had the spectacle of 
Mr. Secretary Herbert making a speech 
before the students of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical college of Alabama, in 
which he glorified the nation and left 
the impression that the war had wiped 
gut the rights and lines that have kept 
the siates distinct each in its sphere. 
There is no objection to glorifying the 
nation; let that be done as freely and as 
extravagantly as taste or preference 
may dictate, but it is neither necessary 
nor desirable to glorify the nation at 
pthe expense of the reserved rights of 
the states, 

The decision of the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals is in the nature 
of a severe rebuke to Judge Nathan 
Goff, of the federal court in South Caroli- 
na. The effect of.the decision is to pro- 
nounce Goff an ignoramus and an 
intermeddler. The circuit court of ap- 
peals was presided over by Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller, of the supreme court, and 
was composed of District Judge Roberts 
W. Hughes, of Norfolk, Va., and Dis- 
trict Judge Augustus 8S. Seymour, of 
Newhern, N. C. Judge Hughes is a 
democrat and Judge Seymour a re- 
publican. 


| Goff, whose action in South Carolina 


the statesmanship to - 
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Was about as pestiferous in its charac- 
ter as any act of judicial tyranny could 
be, had on the complaint of @ person, 
who was not even a qualified voter, is- 
sued an injunction restraining the peo- 
ple of South Carolipa from holding an 
election. The court of appeals dissolved 
the injunction and ordered the com- 
plaint in the case to be dismissed. The 
reasons for this are very tersely pre 
sented by Judge Hughes. 

While the right of the judiciary to pass 
upon the constitutionality of the laws is 
undoubted, it has that right simply as an 
incident to its protection of private rights. 

It has not that right as a mere means of 
settling abstract questions; and even in the 
enforcement of private rights it has not 
the power to interfere with the. discretion 
vested in the other deparments or with 
the exercise of the political powers of those 
departments. 

It seems to me that it Is a dangerous 
encroachment upon the prerogatives of the 
other departments of government if the ju- 
diciary be intrusted to exercise the power 
of interfering with the holding of an elec- 
tion in a state. 

Thus- a single citizen in each county 
(and in the case at bar he Is not even a 
qualified voter) can enjoin an election 
throughout the entire state, and thus de- 
prive thousands of their right to vote, 

If a court has power to do this, free 
elections are at an end. In my judgment, 
One citizen cannot, under pretence of right- 
ing his own wrongs, disfranchise others. 

Such a rebuke as this would have the 
effect of humiliating a judge who had 
granted the injunction in good faith, 
but Goff was playing the politician and 
his purpose was to insult the people of 
South Carolina, 
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The Penalties of Official Service. 

Private Secretary Thurber is having 
a pretty hard time of it these days. 

The latest duty which has been impos- 
ed on him is that of prevaricator-in- 
ordinary in regard to the piscatorial 
perambulations of the president, 

Thurber is just now frying to make 
the people of this country believe that 
the president has not been fishing on 
Sunday. It is a hard job. Mr. Cleve- 
land’s record as a fisherm:un is too good 
to be sullied by the sugevestion that in 
fishing he would fail to take the tisher- 
man’s motto: “The better the day the 
better the deed.” 

Mr. Thurber may have difficulty squar- 
ing himself with his conscience, but he 
can have the consolation of knowing 
that no true fisherman will swallow his 
declarations, reflecting, as they do, so 
strangly upon the quality of the sport- 
ing blood that courses through the veius 
of his chief. 


A Motley Crowd. 

If we are to believe the cuckoo and 
postmaster organs, the so-called “sound” 
money convention at Memplis was a 
great success, and that its action ims 
created great enthusiasm all over the 
country. Our readers need not be told 
that this is not true of the south, and 
it is very far from being true of the 
east, Where goldbugism reigns ranipaiit 
everywhere except among the voters. 

It is perfectly well. known that the 
so-called “sound” mouvey convention has 
satisfied nobody, not even the bankers 
who part in it and controiled if. 
Iu the east there is almost a unalinious 
protest against it among the editors, 
who perceive that even organized rapiacli- 
ty must have some sort of definite poli- 
ey to offer the people if it expects to 
have any influence on the voters of the 
country. _ 

It is evident that the east expected 
the Memphis goldbug convention to 
formulate a policy, and it is just as evi- 
dent that the failure of that body to 
do anything of the kind has grieved 
and augered the brethren in the east. 
Some of them declare that one of the 
resolutions calls for a renewal of silver 
purchases, and they regard this as “il 
advised,” “short-sighted,” “unfortunate” 
and “objectionable,” and they seein to 
have and to hold very contemptuous 
opinions of the able southern bankers 
who engineered the Memphis — affair. 
Where enthusiastic approval was looked 
for the goldbugs who manipulated the 
convention find only the cold shoulder of 
eriticism. 

This criticism takes the shape of a 
bitter complaint that the goldbugs failed 
to formulate a definite policy. The 
Providence Journal, which speaks for 
the rampant goldbugs of the east, voices 
this complaint in terms that show that 
it is beginning to have an inkling, how- 
ever faint, of the true situation. The 
Journal says that the “sound money pro- 
gramme enunciated at Memphis and by 
the president and his secretary on other 
occasions,” “does not propose any ade- 
quate remedy for existing troubles in 
the form of a more aceptabie plan of 
currency reform. This is undeniably a 
weakness,” The Journal goes on to say, 
“and one which may well excuse, on the 
part of others than.the free coiners, 
dissatisfaction with what is proposed,” 
and it adds that those who are in favor 
of free coinage “have a right to insist 
that those who will not accept their pro- 
posal shall make some better proposal in 
its stead. This, however, neither Grover 
Cleveland nor John Sherman, nor any of 
the other conspicuous advocates of 
‘sound money’ is now doing.” 

The reader. will admit that this {s put- 
ting the case with some strength and 
vigor, but it is hardly necessary to call 
attention to this or to the natural and 
inevitable way in which the names of 
Mr. Cleveland and John Sherman are 
coupled together, The goldbugs have 
not only not proposed any “better” rem- 
edy than the free coinage men, but they 
have no remedy at all. They rest their 
whole case on objection to any remedy. 
Mr. Carlisle vows we are on the verge 
of a tremendous business boom. Other 
cuckoos declare that the boom is al- 
ready here, and point to the fact that 
with the entire crop of cotton out of the 
hands of the planters and in the hands 
of the speculators, prices have advanced 
from 5 cents a pound to 6%.

The Board of Trustees Appointed a Com- 
mittee Yesterday ‘'o Confer with Dr, 
W hbiteand Tender Him the Place. 


It is probable that the next president of 
the Georgia School of Technology will be 
Dr. Herry C. White, of Athens. 

Yesterday the board of trustees of the 
Echool met and one of the most important 
Gucstions considered was the resignation 
of the presideiit—Dr. Isaac §. Hopkins— 
Which was tendered several weeks igo. 

The resignation was muade conditionally, 
It was asked of the board by President 
Hopkins that his resignation be acvepted 
ellier to take effect on the Ist of July er 
the lst of January next.

Two Batteries United States Artillery 
Tenting at Fort McPherson. 


THEY WILL SPEND THE SUMMER HERE 


The Constitution’s Artist Takes a Trip 
Through the Unique Military En- 
campment at the Fort. 


There is at Fort McPherson barracks 
one of the prettiest and most attractive 
military camps ever seen in this vicinity, 
and a visit to it any time during the sum- 
mer will prove a pleasant pastime. 

The camp is the summer home of two 
batteries of the Third Artillery United 
States army, and was established about 
the middie of last week. 

The two batteries are Battery A and 
Battery G, both having been transferred 
from Fort Baranca, Florida, to Fort Me- 
Pherson for the summer months in order 
that the soldiers might not be exposed to 
the danger of yellow fever and other epi- 
demic diseases which are sometimes prev- 
alent in and about Pensacola and Barran- 
cas, Fla. 

The two batteries in camp comprise 
about 115 men, all of whom are under the 
command of Lieutenant Colénel E. B. 
Williston, commander of Fort Barrancas. 

Part of the Third Artillery. 

Batteries A and G were a part of the 
regiment stationed at Fort McPherson 
previous to the transfer of the Fifth In- 
fantry to the Georgia fort. There were 
two of the crack batteries of the third ar- 
-tillery, the regiment which made such a

favorable impression upon the people of 
Atlanta during its time at the fort. 
The entire force of the two batteries, with 
the exception of a guard of thirteen men 
left at Barrancas to protects the-govern- 
ment’s property there, came to Atlanta 
and entered the camp last week and will 
remain here until after the epidemic dis- 


ease danger time has passed or until about . 


November 15th. 

These same batteries were in camp at 
Fort McPherson du the summer of 
1893, therefore the locality is a familiar 
ene to the soldiers. 

Camped in a Grove. : 


,; The cam, is located in one of the pret- ' 


tlest oak groves in or near the fort en- 
closure, about 600 yards south of the regu- 
lar fort buildings, and the scene is one at 
once attractive and deeply interesting. 
The beautiful oak grove on an eminence 
just to the right of the (entral and West 
Point railroad tracks, south of the fort 
depot, has been tranformed a little 
white city, the new, clean of the 
soldiers making a sight well worth seetng. 
The tents are arranged in detachments of 
Beven in succession on each side of a cOm- 
pany street. There are four company 
streets with fourteen tents facing each 
one, making a total of fifty-six tents, all 
of whicn are occupied by the privates. 
There are about sixty-five or seventy 
tents in all, those not mentioned being the 
officers’ and storage tents. Of the for-

mer there is a guard tent, headquarters 
tent, two office tents and others. Each 
of the tents are intended to accommodate 
two men and are supplied with the usual 
outfits. These tents are scattered about 
in the grove, but in close proximity to the 
village. 
The Officers in Command, 

Lieutenant Colonel Williston, -who is 
one of.the best officers in the army, having 
a record of long and efficient service, was 
formerly inspector of artillery, depuart- 
ment of Missouri; he being transferred 
from the latter duty to his present in 
January last, assuming command of Fort 
Barrancas at that time. 

Besides Lieutenant Colonel Williston 
there are four other commissioned officers 
of the two batteries in camp, the officers 
being quartered at No. 10 officers’ head- 
quarters. 

Next to Lieutenant Colonel Williston in 
rank is Captain J. Chester, who, for many 
years, has been captain of Battery A, and 
the splendid discipline and good condition 
of that battery is due to his work. 

Lieutenant E. S. Benton is in command 
of Battery G, having performed that duty 
since May Ist last, he formerly being in- 
structor of military science and tactics at 
the Louisiana university in Baton Rouge, 
La. He was located at the latter place 
and in that capacity for four years pre- 
vious to assuming command of Pattery G. 

Lieutenant D. J. Rumbaugh is quarter- 
master and commissary officer of the bat- 
talion, and Lieutenant George H. McMe- 
nus is the battalion adjutant. 

First Sergeant of Battery A and Acting 
Battalion Sergeant Major White, the sen- 
for non-commissioned officer, is in charge 
of the camp during the absence of the 
commissioned officers.

Strict Discipline Observed, 

The discipline at the camp is very strict, 
compliance with all of the rules and regu 
lations of the army service being required, 
and that fact gives the camp the appear- 
ance of a regular army in actual war ser- 
vice, without the battles, of course. Leaves 
of absence can only be obtained by consent 
of the Heutenant colonel and a satisfactory 
excuse must be offered to secure such 
leave. An average of about twelve men 
leave the camp daily on leaves of absence. 

Datteries A and G remained at Fort 
Zarrancas last summer and.it Was quite 
a disappointment to some of the men to 
be ordered here for several months, many 
of them preferring to remain in Ilorida, 
Fort Barrancas being one of the most at- 
tractive and pleasant barracks in the.coun- 
try. It is eight miles from Pensacola and 
is considered by the men to be a healthy 
place, despite the yellow fever danger. 
On the whole, however, the men were glad 
to be transferred to Atlanta. 

The Third Artillery Scattered. 

The third artillery is composed of twelve 
batteries, and since it left Atlanta the 
regiment has been broken and scattered 
over the country, not more than two bat- 
teries being at any one place. 

Two batteries are located at Key West, 
Fla.: two at St. Francis barracks, St. Au- 
gustine, Fla.; two at Fort Monroe, -Va.; 
one at Fort Sam Houston, Tex.; one at 
Washington barracks; two at Jackson bar- 
racks, New Orleans, and the two remain- 
ing batteries, A and G at present in camp 
at Fort McPherson. 

The Third Artillery has one of the most 
successful records in service and efficiency 
of any regiment in the country, it having 
been prominent in many important ecn- 

cements. 

The camp is easily accessible from the 
fort entrance both by drives and walks, 
and visitors will find it interesting to see 
the neat arrangement of the retreat and 
observe the customs of the army when on 


the field.

grubs were thrown out. The bird you 
scr.be visited us every morning, vecasion- 
aliy through the entire day; it carried 
away the grubs, at one time making as 
many as five trips in eight minutes, hang- 
ing them on a thorn tree near by. Some 
of them were impaled on the sharp splinted 
thorn stubble by the plowed ground always 
run through so that they could not reach 
the thorn or stub and release themselves.

tr's same bird was with us frequently. It 
would perch on the top of a eorn shock 
near, and seemed very indifferent to what 
Was going on.

@he Grand Old Georgian’s Remark Hit the 
Wail on the Head— No Royal 
Road to Learning. 


At the recent commencement of the Geor- 
@ia Agricultural and Military college, of 
Milledgeville, the literary address was de- 
livered by Thomas R. R. Cobb, of Atlanta. 
He spoke on “Reading and Writing.” The 
address was received with great applause, 
and professors present stated that in many 
years they had not. listened to such a 
thoughtful and polished speech. Its liter- 
ary flavor gives it a peculiar charm to all 
Who read mtch. 

In the course of his address Mr. Cobb 
Said: 

Emerson says: “If we should encounter a 
man of rare intellect, we should ask him 
what books he read,” and Sheffield observes 
that “Of all those arts in which the wise 
excel, nature’s chief masterpiece is writing 
well.’’ 

I chose the subject ‘‘Reading and wWrit- 
ing’ because I am here to address literary 
Societies. Most speakers are satisfied if they 
please; few try to do people good. Audi- 
ences bring this about by absence when 
good things are being said or a presence 
devoted to criticism and condemnation. Un- 
fortunate orators who fail to entertain, 
drown in the torrent of censure or die in 
@ drought of hearers, The wag has the 
public ear and lets it hear few serious 
things. The wit is full of words, but 
“words are like leaves, where they do most 
abound much fruit of sense beneath is 
rarely found.’’ The best speech is not al- 
Ways the brightest; sage’s tongues are sel- 
dom silver. Many words and much thought 
don’t go together. When thinkers write, 
their thoughts stand out like naked nature, 
but thoughtless minds clothe even art in 
something more artificial, The world loves 
to laugh and hates to think; and the humor- 
ist pleases it both wavs. Serious minded 
men are driven to commune among them- 
Belves, and this leads to bad gesults. “On 
hot Afric’s sunny shore a hungry lion gave 
@ grievous roar; on hot Afric’s sunny shore 
another hungrier lion 2ve another more 
grievous roar; the latter lion’s roar did but 
the former lion bore.”” Thus, sometimes, the 
wisest man tires first of wise men’s wisdom 
it is a hard road one travels who aspires to 
be wise, yet I shall speak gravely to you 
tonight. My thoughts will fhow from my 
own experience, for though still in Hites 
spring-time, I have already learned that we 
are not here for merriment glone, nor Iidle- 
ness, nor selfishness, Those who think to 
the contrary will be bad enough burned be- 
fore they sit by Satan's fireside. Indulgence 
of pleasure means satiety, abandonment ot 
labor brings discontent and selfishness 1s 
the suicide of peace. There is little ease 
in play, only in work is real rest found and 
those who labor for others gain the most 
perfect peace. Apply thought to experience 
and you will tind these truths. Tom Moore 
teils of a maid called Reason and a lad call- 
ed Folly, who strolled forth of a morning 
together, Folly would play ail the day and 
everywhere, but the maid walked sober and 
calm. Soon the heat of the noonday Bun 
made the urchin ill and he ran into the 
arms of the maiden. But ere the evening’s 
coolness came, Folly expired on the breast 
of Reason. 

Think, Think, Think. 

Think, think, think; if you would learn 
. how to live. Reading and writing stand 
“peartv to help us here. They are the roots 
of the tree of Knowledge, and that tree 
" spreads shade that comforts the weary spir- 
it and yields fruit to refresh the restless 
mind. Reading and writing are as potent 
factors in the life of man as fire. and water 
in the earth. Like all mighty influences, 
they work great good, or much harm. I 
speak to many who will read much and to 
a few who will write some and to one or 
two, perhaps, whose duty and. destiny bia 
them snatch from the thought of Long- 
fellow the spirit of his ‘‘Excelsior!’’ It is my 
desire to help some of these, Let us begin 
at the beginning. Few folks consider that 
immense possibilities are born when children 
first lisp “I can read and write.” 'Tis diffi- 
cult to observe the almost invisible but 
sudden and prodigious changes in charac- 
ter and mind, for better or worse, that start 
their mysterious and permanent work in 
the school girl or boy, once these common- 
place words are spoken. A friend of mine 
read to his three-year-old child from a re- 
ligious volume. One evening, weeks lfater, 
as the young father sat upon his piazza 
with the babe on his knee, the little one 
asked after looking up a long time at the 
stars, “Papa where is my book that tells 
about the angels?’ Hearing another read 
had made the infant think, and I half sus- 
pect communion between him and his an- 
gels. 

Reading and writing are wings that burst 
the chrysalis of life; and they bear the 
tender heart and mind to such in heaith 
or death from pure or poisonous flowers. 
for the sun of learning, like the other sun, 
shines on every kind of thing, and malice 
and corruption often coil their snaky folds 
even at the roots of the rose bush, in 
whose branches sings the song bird of 
truth. People should learn that children’s 
minds start after knowledge very early, 
and if not directed aright, they are almost 
sure to go wrong. And the poor fellow who 
“strays: from the path direct’’ feels for the 
rest of his life all the bitter truth in Josh 
Billing’s humor: “It is better not to Know 
#0 much, than to know so much that ain’t 
so.” Men mistake to teach children anda 
pupils to fear great writers. The finest writ- 
ing is the easiest to understand. Genius 
puts simple truth in plain language. it's 
wrong to confuee sensitive and inquisitive 
minds with the belief that only scholars 
compréhend Homer, Virgil, Shakespeare 
and Hume. If Hume had thought so of 
Shakespeare, or Shakespeare of Virgil, or 
VirgiLof Homer, the world might have lost 
Monies and Shakespeares and Virgils 
and if truth were known we would doubt- 
less find that Homer also helped himselt 
from the melody of some who sang before 
him. Some able men dread to read great 
authors. They have long feared a name. Pe- 
dantic pretenders, affecting discernment of 
occult meanings in books, which the writers 
did not intend to put there and would deny, 
by smoothly rolling off an author’s name 
when unfamiliar with the author's thoughts, 
create and circulate such foolish fears. 
Sensible thinkers sometimes are frightened 
from rich fields of information by these lit- 
erary scarecrows and humbugs. Why, 
“a child may listen to a bishop’s prayer and 
feel the way it goes;.’ that Is, if the bishop 
knows how to pray. After hearing Henry 
Ward. Beecher preach, a countryman once 
gaid: “That parson don’t know how to talk; 
I understood every word he said!” 

How To Mead the Classics. 

Many hesitate to undertake classic read- 
fmg,- because the unusually disagreeable 
- @nd labdoriovs translating in school 

has }b:ft a bad taste in the mouth; so some 
students go to the’r graves believing the 
theughts of Ovid, Herace and Zenophon 
are as hard to learn as their d’fficult lan- 
guages. Whereas, for 50 cents a volume 
you can get the old masters translated into 
elegant and easy English. I would as soon 
think of welking ten miles to get a half- 
mile’s ride as to wade through dead lan- 
guages.for I've thoughts! Law and medi- 
cine have ever been burdened by unan- 
gilicized terms and phrases, but the wiser 
spirit of the hour ts now demanding that 
truth be reduced to inteil'gibility, and in 
‘all the sciences and professions recent au- 
thori' are speaking out in a familiar 
t ®. A distinguished doctor in New 
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York edits a medical journal in Spanish, 
although he ¢annot speak one word of 
that language.’ Through an amanuensis he 
transhites hs thoughts into the fortign 
language and thousands of Spaniards read 
the thoughts of a man who cannot him- 
se.f read Sipnish. That is the boldness of 
genius. ‘Men who think that one must 
become acquainted with dead langua®es 
to understand the Enelsh tongue should 
be corrected by “O Pare’ Ben Johnson's 
Siatement that “Shakespeare knew smal] 
Latin and less Greek,’’ for he was the 
most perfect master of human thought 
and good Engtish that the world ever 
saw. | remember when first perusing the 
lucid and logical conversations of Socra- 
tes, feeling surprised and resentful that I 
had long been restrained from such enjoy. 
rent by wiseacres haranguing about 
intricacies in his thought and reasoning, 
yet Socrates is as clear as Spring water 
and just as wholesome to drink, but a 
Greek would have gotten as little pleasure 
from reading him in Enelish as you will 
get from reading himin Greek. 
The Evil of Bad Literature. 

Bad literature ‘s particularly damaging 
to beginners, for it wastes the impression- 
able age of the mind and frequently per- 
verts taste permanently. At the start the 
reader can mold his likes and dislikes ac- 
cording to his better judgment, but the 
style favored “first and longest eventually 
becomes his prison. Alexander Dumas for 
Mmstance can be read with profit by a 
Student who has devoted years to steadier 


| talk. less if it were not for books! 


literature, but early familiarity with echar- 
acters like the “Three Guardsmen” may 
dislodge or even destroy appreciation of 
Milton’s loftier flights and the soberer elo- 
quence of Chatham. The truth is, al- 
thcugh acknowledging the'r many merits, 
excepting only Victor Hugo and Eugene 
Sue, I deem French authors from Balzac 
and Rochefocauld to Reusseau and Voltaire, 
as abler to do harm than good, and they 
are downright dangerous to the youthful 
reader. It is not so with the German. In 
the mystic simpli@Ties of ‘‘Undine” or the 
mysterious depths of “Faust” as much 
nourishment is found for morals as for 
minds. One should be as careful of what 
he reads as with the things he eats and 
drinks. The mind js as delicate as the 
stomach and gets out of order as quickly 
when badiy treated. As men. read their 
characters are apt to be. Bad liquor does 
not hurt the body more than bad reading 
does the mind. Intellect requires chaste 
and solid thought as much as the physique 
needs pure and substantial food. *Noth- 
ing is too bright or good for human 
nature’s daily food,’ was spoken of the 
mind, not the body. Good habits are as 
easy to make and as hard to break as bad 
ones, SO it’s more dangerous to read fool- 
ishly soon in Kfe than late. For reading 
is a habit. Once the thirst is acquired it 
is harder to stop the reader from reading 

n the drunkard from drinking, and the 
drinker and the reader come to love the 
brand they're used to. People don’t get 
much out of reading tll they begin to 
hanker after it, but read and the thirst 
w.ll come. Those who begin. by only sip- 
ping wine soon take a little more than 
a little for other reasdns than their stom- 
ach’s sake, 

If you open your books much vou will 
begin to close them late. To read with 
good results one should arrange a reading 
time. Give the same hours to it every day, 
regularity excites and fixes desire, avoids 
diversions and interruptions and redoubles 
interest and receptivity. Two thines should 
be used in reading; they are wary and diffi- 
cult to win, but once ours seldom get 
away. These shy virtues are known as 
attention” and ‘“‘concentration;” it is al- 
most usel*ss to read without them, but 
the mind they serve ceases to consider 
thought work and finds it play. Luckily 
two virtues court neither beauty, 
wealth nor power. Gray was right in say- 
ing: “‘All that beauty that wealth e’er 
fave await alike the inevitable hour;’’ but 
I do not think ‘‘The paths of glory lead 
but to the grave.’ For while Croesus is 
crumbled ty» a word, Josephus lives in his 
own thoughts and the history of his people. 
One moment after the asp had bitten, Cleo- 
patra’s beanty was powerless forever, but 
the beautiful writings of ugly Mrs. Brown- 
ing. Will influence men for ages. Atten- 
tion and concentration have no favorites, 
nobody is. born with them; but any one 
can acquire them—the slave as easily as 
the master, the subject as quickly as the 
king! To get the thought out of a book 
p-n your mind to the page. ‘“‘There is no 
royal road to learning.’® Read conneeted- 
ly, poetry first, then biography, then his- 
tory, then science and so on. You cannot 
drink the ocean, but you can find the best 
and safest harbors. As a reader, one is 
closeted with the newest and oldest intel- 
lects of the world. dn an hour you con- 
verse with Diogenes or listen to Civero or 
be edified by the modern intelligence of 
Edison; stepping as it were from the 
philosophy of Greece, through the polities 
of Rome, into that white light which 
makes our nights electric days. I.ose 1 
time; read every extra miniite. At - t}

Wa.t; vast information is caught on the 
Put a genius in your pocket wherever 
go, compel h:m to entertain and interest 
you all the time. If convenient read with 
others; sensible discussion facilitates read- 
ing, but when argument descends to opin- 
ionated bigotry it costs time. The surest 
reading is to get in your book and lock out 
the world. “‘Eat paper and drink ink!’ 
ne most marvelous thing in the universe 
is a mind at work, and reading opens the 
tool chest of the intellect. The mind can 
bulid monuments to itself out 6f materials 
dug from the ages by pens of the past and 
brought down the centuries in those ve- 
hicles of thought called books; even the 
laws and truths of God travel in such a 
chariot. 
The Bible the Greatest Book. 

The Bible is the greatest of books. 
“Read the Bible and still persist to read 
and you will find the Bible all the books 
you need.’’ Poets and orators and au- 
thors are born of the Bible. Isaiah asked: 
“Is there no baim in Gilead; is there no 
physician there?’ and Poe sung: “Is there, 
is there balm in Gilead? tell me truly I 
impore.’’ Shakespeare says: ‘That un- 
discovered country from whose bourne no 
traveler returns.”’ But long before he 
wrote Job sighed into inspired words: 

me time draws night when J 
shall go that way from whence I1 
cannot return,’’ and in the Bible are found 
the words, “The mother may forget her 
sucking child, but I shall not forget,”” and 
tobert Burns says: ‘The~ mother may 
forget the child that smiles so sweetly 
on her knee, but I'll remember thee, Glenn- 
carne, and all that thou hast -dune for 
me.’’ These are a few of the thousand 
-nsiances where men dip their. minds in 
the great book. The price of learning is 
coni.nuous effort. To Know you must 
work; to inform you must labor. Adam’s 
sons get nothing worth having save by 
sweat. This truth made George Eliot Say 
“Genius is infinite energy,’’ and another 
writer declares it is the unlimited capacity 
for tak:ng pains, while our own Toombs 
exclaimed, bruesquely but forcibly: “‘Geni- 
us is damn hard work!’ Reading reveals 
the past, explains the present, and by these 
let us judge the future. It stores the 
mind with all sorts of valuable knowledge 
and suggests valuabie references by hints 
and cues. A well read man not cnly 
knows what he knows, but can readily 
master subjects unfamiliar to him. Thus 
reading pours information in the mind 
while tempting it to loftier endeavors in 
search of higher Knowledge; for one can- 
not only drink of the sparkling waters of 
the Pyerian spring, but sees worlds and 
suns. reflected there. 

Reading is the patron and preserver of 
society; it civilizes men and is the Lfe of 
their conversation. It rules the parlor by 
furnishing topics common to all, and al- 
lows lecturers to charm and enlighten peo- 
ple in the social hour. Even ladies would 
Dinners 
and dances depend for their success upon 
the reading of diners and dancers, for the 
after-dinner speaker leans on his lore and 
the summer girl clamors for her poetry. 
Reading not only informs the mind, but 
hedges character about with a waH of ex- 
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the effect: will be the same with us, unless 
we profit by their loss. A prinee went from 
his father’s kingdem to the court of his 
grandfather; the old man and his courtiers 
lived fast and high. The lad was fuber- 
minded; his grandfather made him cup- 
bearer and demanded that he taste the 
wine. The child refused. saying ‘Your wine 
is poisonous; it makes men fall down.” 
The reyal rake was bewildered and asked 
the boy: ‘Have you ever seen people drink 
too much wine at your father’s table?” The 
young prince replied simply: ‘“‘No, we eat 
to appease our hunger and drink to quench 
That little. philosopher be- 
came Cyrus the great, a heathen King whom 
the Bible praises. The old grandfather act- 
ed ever after that as if he had taken the 
Keely cure. How many are helped by 
reading these incidents in the lives of great 
men! None read of the piety of Paul or 
the patience of Job without a throb of re- 
ligion; wise men wax wiser reading the 
wisdom of Solomon, and his proverbs will 
lessen the folly of a tool. 
No Excuse for Ignorance, 

In this day of condensed compilation 
and cheap publicatiuns, ignorance can no 
longer be called a misfortune; it is a 
fault!* One hundred years ago the mind 
sought knowlecge, now knowledge knocks 
at the doer of the mind; swing it open and 
learning will come in. Reading is common 
school and college combined ard knowledge 
is power still. Goethe read as much com- 
posing “Faust” as writing ‘“Merman” and 
“Dorothea,” and the ‘‘bard divine’ stuck 
as clusely te his books when making ‘“‘Ham- 
let’ and ‘‘Macbeth’’as when singing his sim- 
pler sornets. Reading helps all along; ‘1 
teaches infant intelligeitce to crawl, it is 
the crutch of weak minds, it is the lamp 
of the uninformea, end the sturdy stati 
of the maturest intellects. The sense, loyic 
and wit of the world hide in books; there 
dunees become wise, fools learn to reason, 
and genivs gets a start. Keading supports 
the press and the press protectS the people; 
when the world quits reading, printers will 
printing. Let newspapers and books 
circulate and this republic will 

and monarchy will. drift 
and despotism will end in 
tyranny. The freedom of the press is the 
liberty of the people; it feels the public 
puls¢, communicates its heartbeats to poli- 
tic ans, and when they are wise the throb 
of the pecple’s desires dictates policies to 
parties. Published ridicule rids govern- 
ments of fools, and printed eensure fright- 
ens public fraul.-In every land freedom 
of pen and tongue are the cradle of human 
and if that ‘‘bough bends till th: 
shall fall, down will come rights, 
liberty and ajll.”’ Reading protects 
masses from the classes; and warns 
ruanis the poor against the avarice 
cruelty of the rich. Reading stirs rien to 
win freedom and causes them to Keep it. 
Washington would have dieu a British sol 
cier if the patriots had not read. lungland 
Was appalled by America’s general l*nowl- 
law befcre she fled from young 
America’s sword. The tax collectors toil 
their King that every yankee Was a law- 
yer; so reading made this nation indepen 
dent by revealing human rights to biinded 
human beings. Tom Paine wrote truth, 
the peopie read and America went to war. 
The heroic ring in sentences like ‘‘These 
are the times that try men’s souls,” snatch- 
ed soldiers from behind the counter and 
found yatriots in the furrow. Well read 
men skilled in law entertained the English 
at the Boston tea party, and the Americans 
only furnished water while they mace the 

British bring the tea Colonists read and 
states were born, statesmen. wrote and 
the union was formed, and each star in 
our fiag fell from the point of some great 
pen and every stripe had been a iine in 
some good book. 

Reading makes the 
electric flashes bring 
into neighborhood, and iron rails bridge 
the distance between the poles. Reading 
and writing performed these miracles. 
The revelation of calamity all over the 
world at the same time opens a million 
hearts and sufferers often do not know 
the language of their saviors and the 
benefactors are as various tongued as the 
builders of the tower of Babel. Reading 
melts hardened hearts and directs the good- 
ness Of philanthropy, for charity hath a 
language understood by every heart and 
spoken in every nation. Thus reading 
baties partisanship in the work of loving 
kindness and ‘‘the touch of nature that 
makes us all akin,’’ aroused by the prick- 
ing of a pen point, cries out against 
“man’s inhumanity to man.’’ Charleston’s 
earthquake. brought a world to the rescue 
of an injured city; W. J. Northen 
carloads of Georgia food to save starving 
thousands in Nebraska, coin jingled fron 
purses everywhere to aid the Johnstown 
sufferers and timely writing. and sympa- 
thetic reading brought these things to 
pass. Reading equalizes classes; the peas- 
ant and the prince may walk armin arm up 
the hillof knowledge; his homespun clothes 
do not retard the former, while the purple 
and fine linen cannot aid the latter. Byron 
was a in spite of being a lord, and 
Burns was a poet in spite of being a 
plow boy; reading was the common secret 
of their songs. Burns went to school but 
little, and Byron did but little when he went 
to school, but both read from the cradle 
to the grave. Reading exposes vire and 
battles in the interest of reform. Fark- 
hurst not only assails crime in New York. 
but his sermons permeate the unfon and 
cleanse countless communities: seones of 
the Lexow committee are “acted oer’ in 
towns and cities everywhere; tne people 
read and demand Ilhke reforms in their 
homes and native cities. Reading is cum- 
pany for the lonely, it- makes the absent 
present, it peoples the cell of the prisoner, 
it brings his country to the exile, it Rives 
youth ‘to the aged, it renders solitude lively 
and lovely. Reading is solace in suffering, 
it subdues the selfishness of grief, it re- 
veals that none suffer so much as some 
other than they, it ties the broken strines 
of the heart, and it shows us the cross 27f 
the Lord Hamlet said he read “words, 
words, worcs;’”’ but ‘‘words are pegs to hang 
ideas @n.’’ Consider these pegs and the 
able uses the pen puts them to. “Books 
are made from books."’ Writing practices 
intellect and memory, and those who write 
much forget little. Writers become mas- 
ters of thought and tmagination and these 
two govern the earth.
